AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
EXEMPTION OF COTTON CULTIVATION 

FROM TITHE. 

No. 17 of 1925. 

BE IT ENACTED by the High Commissioner lor Palestine, 
with the advice of the Advisory Council thereof:- 

1. This Ordinance may be cited as the Cotton Exemption 
from Tithes Ordinance, 1925. 

2. For a period of two years irom the date hereof no tithe 
shall be charged upon any cotton cultivated in Palestine. 


3. No tithes shall be payable in respect of any cotton 
cultivated prior to the date of this Ordinance whether or not it 
has been assessed for tithes. 

4. Nothing in this Ordinance shall affect liability to pay¬ 
ment of a tithe of the produce due as rental for State Domains 
where such lands are planted with cotton.
